We have interviewed three individuals* MICHAEL GREENBERG, MAljRIi 
HALFERIN, and ABRAHAM/BROTHMAN. GREENBERG and HALFERIN had not gi * 
any information but /^BROTHMAN had given us the first bit of informa tio: 
really corroborate GREGORY'S story to any degree* He had given us a two 
and a half page handwritten, signed statement* as follows* 

In 1938 or 1939 a man whose he does not recall (GOLOS) but whom he 
identified from a photograph we showed him, came to his office, where he 
operated the REPUBLIC CHEMICAL MACHINERY COMPANY and said that he had con- 
tacts with the Russian Government* and that he oould get BROTHMAN some con- 
tracts with the Russian Government* BROTHMAN turned over several blueprints 
to GOLOS, blueprints on industrial matters on which he was working, such as 
certain types of vats and items of that type, none of which apparently was 
connected with the war effort. His purpose in turning them over was to esta- 
blish a contact whereby he could get contracts with the Russian Government*

Shortly thereafter, a woman named HELEN (GREGORY) came to his office 
and said that she represented this man* He thought that perhaps she was his 
secretary* He has identified GREGORY'S picture as HELEN* She came to his 
office over a dozen times during 1938, 1939 and 1940* 

Around 1940, another man whose pame is HARRY GOLD, came to his 
office and said that he represented this same man and apparently was talcing 
HELEN'S place* Both HELEN and HARRY GOLD came to BROTHMAN's office and picked 
up these blueprints* 

According to BROTHMAN, HARRY GOLD, about whom we have not heard 
before, is now working for BROTHMAN as a chemist and has been so employed 
since 1945 at the laboratory known as THE A* BROTHMAN ASSOCIATES LABORATORY, 
85-03 57th Avenue, Elmhurst, Long Island, New York* 

BROTHMAN is not sure whether he Is in the middle or not* He fur- 
nished the above information more or less 
cooperative* He was told not to mention the

f‘ I advised Ur* Ladd that this brought a new key figure, into the picture 
and that I felt that we should go out immediately to interview HARRY GOLD* 
and Mr. Ladd agreed. He stated that in the teletype we send in tonight, 
summarising the developments to date, we should state that HARRY GOLD is to 
be interviewed, on the instructions of Mr. Ladd. I pointed out to Mr. Ladd 
that BROTHMAH might mention the interview to GOLD and that therefore I felt 
that inasmuch as his connection with the case would be brought out before the 
Grand Jury, anyhow, we should Interview him immediately. Ur. Ladd agreed.

It is noted that BROTHMAN was reported to haw been the 
inventor of many features for equipment in the production of aviation 
gasoline, artificial rubber and plastics. In connection with BROTHMAN 1 s 
activities as a consulting engineer, considerable information has been 
received regarding his activities with the Chinese Government, the French 
Government and AMTORG, agents for the Soviet Government* ) 


In September, 1946 BROTHMAN set up a new office located 
at 2928 41 Avenue, Long Island City, New York and at that time JULES 
KORCHIEN, one of his associates, retained the offices formerly occupied 
ty ABRAHAM BROTH? IAN ASSOCIATES at 114 East 32nd Street, New- fork. 


Allegations Made by Informant Gregory 


GREGORY has stated that sometime in May of 1940 JACOB GOLOS, 
a known Soviet Agent, introduced her to one ABE BROTHMAN, who, at that time, 
resided in Nassau County, New York and was employed at the REPUBLIC STEEL 
COMPANY in Pittsburgh, Pa*, as an engineer* (It is to be noted that no con- 
firmation of BROTHMAN* s employment by the REPU3LIC STEEL COMPANY has been 
made to date* 

After GREGORY met BROTH .MAN he told the informant that he 
had some blueprints and that he wanted copies made and that copies of these 
blueprints were to bo given to GOLOS, The informant continued meeting 
BROTHMAN from .sometime in the early sunmer of 1940 until the fall of 1940, 
during which time the informant met BROTHMAN approximately ten times and 
sometimes GOWS himself would meet BROTHMAN to obtain the blueprints which 
.were to be copied* According to the informant most of the meetings took 
place in front of the MJSLER SAFE COMPANY at 32nd Street and Fifth Avenue, 

New York-City. The circumstances of these meetings would be as follows:

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BROTH MAN would meet the informant end they would usually 
go to dinner and during the course of the meal or later in the evening he would 
turn over the blueprints to the informant and these originals were taken by 
the informant to have copies made and they would then be turned over to 
GQIOS* According to the informant the copies were made in a shop on Cortlandt 
Street, New York City and that more than one shop was used# However, the 
informant was unable to recall the exact name of any of the photostat shops. 

BROTH?, IAN insisted to the informant that the copies should 
be made and the originals returned to him in the immediate future# During 
the course of these meetings in -which the blueprints were turned over to 
the informant it was learned by; the informant either from BR0THMAU or GOLDS, 
which one was not recalled, that the blueprints were of some type of a com- 
mercial vat* However, the informant Was not positive of the deduction that 
the blueprints were of a commercial value* Sometime during the fall of 1940 
GOLDS told the informant that he was becoming somewhat discouraged in his 
dealings with BRQTKMAN and stated that ha was going to turn him over to 
someone else# The informant never learned to whom GOLDS directed 3R0THMAN# 


Information in Bureau File 


The files of the Bureau indicate that ABRAHAM BROTHMAN . 
signed the 1943 CP nominating petition in New York City* The informant 
furnished information that BROTHMAN interested himself in such reading 
matter as the April, 1945 issue of Political Affairs, text book of Dia- 
lectual Materialism (Economics of Barbarism by J* KUCZYNSXY and M. WITT)j 
”300,000,000 Slaves and Serfs" by KUCZYNSKY and the May, 1945 issue of 
the "American Review of the Soviet Union", a quarterly published by the 
American Russian Institute, New York City* 

Relative to the CHEMURGY DESIGN CORPORATION which com- 
pany maintained an office at 420 Lexington Avenue, Nsw York City, the 
company was a Chemical Engineering and Manufacturing concern, producing 
processed chemicals and equipment. 

In April 1945 a report was submitted by the Los Angeles 
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Office, written by Special Agent DANIEL F. CAHILL, entitled, M GEORGE HENRI 
AWTON IVAN, with alias Joris Ivans, Internal Security-R" in which it was 
revealed that a mail cover placed on Joris Ivans, residence at 2045 Stanley 
Place, la s Angeles, California reflected that a letter was received 
on February 15, 1945 addressed to Mrs. IVANS from ABE BROTHMAN & ASSOCIATES.

On December 7, 1945 information was received from NYT 
343 to the effect that a package of typed material was being readied for 
delivery by ABE BROTHMAN to R. M. NANAVAPI at the Sboreham Hotel, Washington, 
P. C. at noon on the following day. NANAVAPI is reports to have been de- 
parting for Bombay, India on December 8, 1946. Information reflects that 
the package was either being transmitted by air mail or might have been deliv- 
ered personally by MIRIAM MARK0RIT2, secretary to ABE BROTHMAN. There was a 
etronglikelihood that the package contained plans for a new commercial 
chemical process upon which BROTHMAN had been experimenting. The indices 
of the New York Field Division were negative as to NANAVAPI. 


This same source advised that on January 3, 1946 BROTHMAN 
was in contact with one FRED BRIEHL, a well known Communist in the Nw • 
York City area. 


in . c j A ? hysical surv 0illance was placed on BROTHMAN on November 
19A5 and was maintained up until late December 1945 during which time 
nothing was developed which indicated that BROTHMAN was in contact with any 
of the subjects in the SILVERMASTER case. Information concerning the specific 
details of the surveillances is set forth in the reports of Special Aeent 
HAROLD V. KENNEDY dated December 7, 1945 and December 14, 1945, a^ well as 
the report dated January 17, 1946. 

One of the contacts made by BROTHMAN during the time he 
was on surveillance was, specifically, on December 29, 1945 when he had 
dinner in the Russian Tea Room on West 57th Street, New York City, with 
an individuai believed to be HARRY SLAVIN, 510 West 112th Street, New York 
City. SLAVIN was identified through a surveillance to the given address 
and subsequent investigation revealed that SLAVIN was connected with the 
Histrandt Palestine organization which was founded for the purpose of render— 
.rang aid to the Jewish people of Palestine. 
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During the month of February 1946 BROTH MAH was in close 
touch, and had several meetings, with one BERNARD 0. KOOPMAN, Associate 
Professor of Mathematics at Columbia University* Subsequent information 
received from NYT 343 indicated that 8RQTHMAN was working on a mathemati- 
cal formula with KOOPMAN « 


Information Concerning JULES KORCHIEN 


JULES KORCHIEN is an associate of EROTHHAN in his en- 
gineering firm* KORCHIEN is a n architect who is very active in the CIO 
Housing Council of New fork City* He is also an international vice-presi- 
dent of the FAECT* KORCHIEN has been very active in CP affairs in New 
York City. 

A confidential source revealed that KORCHIEN was actually 
a member of the CP. Allegations have been made by informant GREGORY that 
KORCHIEN might possibly be an individual known to her as JULIUS who was 
employed as an architect by the United States Government during the war 
and who, according to the informant, furnished information to GOLDS whom 
he met on one occasion on Third Avenue in New York City. However, the 
informant has not been positive in the identification of JULIUS but made 
this observation upon confronting him On one occasion in Hew York City 
during the month of September, 1946, when KORCHIEN was seen by the in- • 
formant in th9 building occupied by the VSORLD TOURISTS, INC*, on West 
23rd Street, New York City* 

An active case file has been opened and has been current 
in the New York Field Division on XORCKlEK with the character. Internal 
Security-C (File 100-8333) since sometime in June 1941. 


Information Concerning URSULA WASHERMAN 


URSULA WASSER’IAN resides at 110 Christopher Street, New 
York City and has been living recently at 10 Downing Street, in New York 
City* WASSSRMAN has been living during the past year with JULES KORCHIEN. 
She Is presently employed by the United Nations, Lake Success, long Island. 
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WASSERM AN departed for Buenos Aires, Argentina in March 
1946 at which time a confidential source advised that she had in her 
possession a notebook containing approximately 100 names and of these 
100 names ^ere were found to be from 80 to 90 known by the New York 
Field Division as having been in some way associated with the CP or with 
individuals in the CP. WASSERMAN is also a very close friend of ABE 
BRQTHMAN and BROTHHAN may have knowledge as to whether WASSERMAN was 
ever actively engaged in any type of espionage work for the Soviet 
Government. 


Confidential Source Regarding BROTHT&M's Activities 


July 28, 1946 a confidential source who had access 
to the effects of ABRAHAM BROTHMAN’S office, advised that K0RCHI3N was 
working at that time on projects for a French mission of the Government 

of France, a Chinese mission of the Chinese Government and a "Palestine 
project." 

This same source revealed at that time there was fur- 
t •4 lfcter w as directed to the Government Purchasing Commission 

of the soviet Union, 210 Madison Avenue, New York and was to the attention 
of V. TVIRIANOirECH, wherein BROTHMAN stated that lOg of his engineering fee 
would be £65,000 and that the payment would be made conditional upon the . 
completion of 30 days' successful plant operations* * 

Subsequent investigation developed that TVfiRIANOVICH 
was .an engineer of the fishing industry group of tho Soviet Government 
Purchasing Commission in Washington, D. C. and that 3R0TH.IAN was working 
fjp * ' vitamin plant for the Russians.

MOSKOflTZ and one NEEDLE MAN concerning an agreement, the subject matter of 
which is unknown*

1940 and sometime in 1940 HELEN stopped coming to his office and another 
individual named HARRY GOLD came to his office and said he represented 
GOLOS, the individual BROTHMAN had already identified as the man who made 
the original contact with him. GOLD visited BROTHMAN 1 s office on a number 
of occasions during 1940 and 1941. BROTHMAN stated that GOLD at that time 
was living in Philadelphia and used to make the trip to New York approximately 
every three weeks and obtain these blue prints from BROTIE/AR. He said that 
to the best of his recollection the last time GOLD picked up the blue prints 
was late in 1941 or early in 1942. 

BROTHMAN was then questioned as to the whereabouts of HARRY GOLD, 
to which he replied that GOLD is presently employed by him as a chemist in 
his laboratory in Elmhurst, Long Islalnd. BROTHMAN emphatically stated that 
GOLD was the last individual to pick bp any blue prints or material which 
was to be furnished to GOLOS. He also stated that he did not know the 
present whereabouts of GOLOS and denied that he was ever contacted by any * 
other individuals other than HELEN and GOLD as individuals who represented 
GOLOS. 


BROTHMAN was questioned as to the nature of the blue prints that 
he had turned over to GOLOS, at which time he displayed the blue prints, 
copies of which he still had in his offices, and an examination of the 
blue prints was made and it was determined that they were all concerned 
with blue prints of sliafts, filters, vats, and other machinery used in the 
manufacture of chemicals. BROTHMAN stated that some of the blue prints 
which he turned over to GOLOS and HELEN as well as to GOLD were returned 
to him, but others were retained by themT' "He emphatically denied that he 
had ever turned over any blue prints which were of a restricted or secret 
nature pertaining to the war effort of the U. 2. or any plans which the 
U. S. might be concerned with at that time,

Pennsylvania, BROTHMA'N stated that he himself had founded the REPUBLIC 
CHjmCAluKACIHNERY COMPANY which was set up as an engineering and design- 
ing company dealing solely with instruments and material to be used in 
the manufacture of chemicals. He stated that at the time he had formed 
the REPUBLIC CHEMICAL MACHINERY COMPANY he was associated with the HENDRICK 
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MANUFACTURING COMPANY and worked with that company until 1942. BROTHMAN 
added that ail of the blue prints which had been turned over to the 
individuals mentioned hereinbefore were his own personal property belong- 
ing solely to the firm that he had founded* 


BROTHMAN was specifically questioned as to how he had become 
' * acquainted with JACOB GO LOS. He replied that possibly GOLOS knew of his 
firm through advertising in the various chemical magazines* He emphatically 
stated that this was the only possible way that GOLDS would get in touch 
with him and denied that anybody had ever sent GOLOS to him. BROTHKAN then 
stated that it was a common practice in the engineering field to turn over 
blue prints to various individuals in an effort to obtain contracts* He 
also stated that this was his sole purpose in turning over the blue prints 
to GOLOS; namely, that GOLOS had stated that he was in a position to obtain 
contracts from the Russian government* 

The following signed statement, the original of which is being 
retained in this file, was obtained from BROTHMAKs 

"rfew York, N, Y. 

May 29, 1947 

"I, Abraham Brothman, make the following voluntary statement to 
Donald £* Shannon and Francis D* O'Brien, whom I know to be Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. No threats or promises 
of any rature were made to me to make this statement. I know that what 
I say may be used against me at any time in a court of law* 


"In 1930 or 1939 a man whose name I do not recall but whose 
picture was shown to me today by Mr* Shannon L Mr. O'Prien, came into my 
office at 114 L. 32 St. where I own and operated the Republic Chemical 
Machinery Co. which was associated by contract with Hendrick Manufacturing 
Co* This man said he had contacts with the Russian government and he could 
get me contracts with the Russian government. I turned over several blue 
prints to him; these blue prints were my own for the most part and the 
purpose of turning them over to him was to obtain contracts. Shortly after 
% this ©an came to my office a woman J?y the name, of Helen came to my office 
and said She represefitedTthts maii^ 'whose 4 picture I have identified; I 
believed that this woman was the secretary of the man whose pictured I 
identified. I have identified Helen a6 the girl whose picture i'r* Shannon 
St. Mr* O'Brien have shown to me* This Helen came to my office oxer a dozen 
'times during 1938, 19J9 St 1940* Then around 1940 another man whose name 
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"la Harry Gold came to my office and he said he too represented the man 
whose picture 1 identified* Both Helen and Harry Gold would pick up blue 
prints from me for this man whose picture I have identified* Harry Gold 
is now employed by me as a chemist* The blue prints were sometimes re- 
turned by Helen and Harry Gold but not all of them* I still have the 
• original of most of the blue prints that I turned over to them* Harry 
Gold made his last pick up of blue prints late in 1941 or early in 1942* 

"Sometime in 1938 or 1939 I became associated with Hendricks 
Machinery Co* and did work with them until 1942* The blue prints were 
my own and not Hendricks* 

"I once contacted the man whose picture 1 have identified at a 
phone listed, to a Mr* Chester and the telephone exchange was Watkins to 
the best of my recollection. I often met this man and Helen, his Secre- 
tary at various restaurants in the mid-town area in Hew York City* 

"I have not seen this man whose pictured I identified since 1941 
or 1942. “

HARRY GOLD is presently employed by A. BROTHMAN ASSOCIATES as a 
chemist. GOLD is the individual to whom ABRAHAM BROTHMAN, a subject in 
instant case, turned over blue prints which he had in his possession, and 
GOLD also is the Individual who obtained these blue prints at the express 
direction of JACOB GOLOS, now deceased but who was an agent of the Russian 
government* 


GOLD was interviewed on May 29, 1947, in the A. BROTHMAN ASSOCIATES 
Laboratory, 6503 * 57th Avenue, Elmhurst, Long Island* GOLD etated that, he 
was born December 12, 1910, in Switzerland and that he came to the U* S. in 
1914 with his parents, SAM GOLD and CELIA 'GOLD, both of whom were born in 
Russia. GOLD stated that his parents came to the G* S* under the name of 
GOLODflTSKY but changed their names at the time they were naturalized* 

GOLD stated that he moved to Philadelphia after a short time and attended 
the public schools of Philadelphia, and in 1929 he was employed by the 
• PKNNSYXVANIA.Sl^R^W^^ 

Subsequent to thie time 00ID attended night school at the Drexell " 
Institute in Philadelphia, the University of Pennsylvania, and Columbia 
University, end he shortly thereafter obtained a leave of absence from 
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the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY in order to attend Xavier University at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, from which university he received a degree of Bachelor 
of Science Sumroa Cum Laude in June 1940. GOLD gave hie address in Phila- 
delphia as 68-23 Kindred Street where his parents presently reside, QOID 
stated that be was presently renting a room at Elmhurst, Long Island, and . 
■that he commutes to Philadelphia on the weekends* Bis address in Long 
Island was given as 4209 Hampton Street, Elmhurst, GOLD is residing with 
a family named PEREIRA at this address. 

In the course of the interview HARRY GOLD advised that he had 
been employed off and on since 1929 with the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY, 
During hi6 employment with this; company he became friendly with an indi- 
vidual by the name of CARTER HOODLESS whose father was an official in the 
PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY. In October 1940, GOLD advised, he attended a 
meeting of the American Chemical Society at the Franklin Institute in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, together with CARTER HOODLESS. At the conclusion 
of the meeting HOODLESS introduced him to an individual whom he recalled as 
JOHN OOLUSH or GOLISH (phonetic). A photograph of JACOB GOLOS was then 
exhibited to HARRY GOLD, and he identified this photograph as that of JOHN 
GOLUSH or GOLISH to whom he was introduced by CARTER HOODLESS in October 
1940. 


At the conclusion of this meeting at the American Chemical 
Society and after the introduction had taken place HARRY GOLD advised that 
he and GOLOS went to a restaurant on Broad Street in Philadelphia, He was 
unable to recall specifically the name of the restaurant but thought that 
it might be LEW TENDLER'S RESTAURANT, They remained at the restaurant 
until 2:30 a«m. In the course of their conversation GOLOS made the follow- 
ing proposition to HARRY GOLD. He advised him that he had some connections 
with some individuals in a foreign country, not naming the country, and 
that he had connections with an individual _in New York City by the name 
of ABRAHAM BROTHMAN and BROTHMAN was turning over to him certain blue 
prints which had a connection in the Chemical field. GOLOS told GOLD 
that he had. to have a recognized chemist who would go to New York City, 
make contact with ABRAHAM BROTHMAN, obtain from him certain blue prints, 
and then evaluate .these blue prints on a chemical basis. GOLD stated that 
no financial agreement -was. Catered djnto but that, there was an understanding 
that he would receive eome reward for the work he was to perform. 

GOLD stated that about two weeks after this meeting he telephoned 
ABRAHAM BROTHMAN in New York City and introduced himself to him over the 
telephone as a representative of JOHN GOLUSH or GOLISH and made an .appointment 
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to come to New York City to see BROTHHAN within a -week or so* mthin a 
week or two after this telephone call and sometime in November 1940 HARRY 
GOLD made his first trip to New York City where he contacted ABRAHAM 
BROTHMAN* This meeting, according to GOLD, took place in the evening in 
a restaurant in the downtown section of New York City* OOID was unable 
.to rocall the name of the restaurant. The two had dinner together and 
BROTHMAN turned over the blue prints) to him. 

GOLD stated that for the next 6 months he made visits to New 
York City on the average of every three weeks. All of these trips were 
made in the evening as HARRY OOID stated he had to attend to hie Job in ' 
the daytime. He also advised that he returned to Philadelphia on the same 
evening that he came to New York City and that on no occasion did he stay 
overnight in New York City during this six months period. 

During this same period he Received 4 or 5 phone calls from JOHN 
GOLUSH or GOUSH and in all of these telephone calls GOLUSH would state 
that they would have to get together very shortly for a meeting, which 
meeting, according to OOID, never took place. The last phone call from 
GOLUSH or GOUSH was made in May 1941. No further word was heard from 
him, according to GOLD. 

GOID stated that after his second or third trip to New York 
City and the phone calls from GOLUSH or GOUSH be felt that there was 
nothing to the propositi on and he became more or less disinterested in it. 
However, in tbe meantime he and ABRAHAM BROTHMAN had become quite friendly 
and ABRAHAM BROTHMAN exhibited an interest in NARKY GOLD'S career as a 
chemist. In this regard, GOLD stated that BROTiMAN gave him several odd 
Jobs to perform in his capacity as a chemist and that he paid him for this 
work. It was through this contact, according to MARRY GOLD, that he sub- 
sequently became employed by ABRAHAM DRQtfcSip in February 1946. GOID 
stated that ever since 1941 ABRAHAM BROTHMAN had been interested in having 
him coroe with his organisation on a fullrbime basis, but it was not until 
February 1946 tliat he could see his way Clear to accept such employment. 

HARRY GOLD was questioned very closely as to any financial 
arrangements -that . r joad -'been* entered -4«to -between GOLUSH or GOUSH and 
him. He stated t/«t he did not receive One cent from him and that he had 
only seen GOLUSH on the one occasion in October 1940. He was then asked 
utio paid his fare for these trips he made every three weeks for a six 
months period from Philadelphia to New York and return. He stated that 
he himself atood the expenses for the first two trips and that after that 
and after he became friendly with ABRAHAM BHOYIMAN, BROTHMAN would give 
him a $5 bill to sustain the expenses of hie trips to Kerr York and return. 
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A signed statement, the original of which is being retained in this 
file, was obtained from HARK! GOLD in the course of the interview and is set 
out as follows: 


"Queens, N. T. City 
toy 29, 1947 

"I, Harry Gold, residing at 68-23 Kindred St., Phila, Pa make 
the following voluntary statement to Francis D. 0 • Brien and Donald E. 

Shannon whom I know to be Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. No threats or promises of any nature were made to me to make this 
statement. I know that anything I State may be used against me at any time 
in a court of law. 

"In Oct. 1940 I was introduced to a man by the name of John Golush 
or Golish by Carter Hoodless, who was a good friend of mine. The introduction 
took place at a meeting of the American Chemical Society at the Franklin 
Institute in Phila., Pa. After the meeting Golish or Golush and myself 
went to a restaurant on Broad Street where we remained until 2:30 A.M. On 
this occasion Golish or Golush made the following proposition to me; that 
I was to telephone Abe Brothman, a Chemical Engineer in N. I. City and to 
moke on appointment to see him; that I was to discuss two chemical processes 
with him arxi to obtain blue prints frbm him which I was to evaluate against 
the chemical aoundneas of the process. The two chemical processes were Phenol 
Formaldehyde resins and Urea Formaldehyde resins. About one week after this 
meeting with Golush or Golish I telephoned Brothman in N« T. City and made 
an appointment to see him in about two weeks. I saw Brothman the first time 
in November 1940 and obtained the blue prints; this meeting was in the 
evening and took place in N. T. City in a restaurant in the downtown section. 
Brothman had the blue prints with him;i we had dinner together and turned 
over the blue prints to me. For the next six months I made tripe to N. Y. 

City on th© average of every three weelke^nd on each, occassion Brothman 
met me and we would have dinner together and Brothman woulcF turn over more 
blue prints to me. I kept these blue prints in my home in Phila. and I 
never did turn them over to Golish or Colush. I received four or five 
telephone calls from Golish or Golush in regard to seeing him but he kept 
telling me we would get together but no definite meeting was ever made. 

The last time I heard' from G61uah"6r aTjliflTi was by telephone in May or 
June of 1941* I never heard from him again. The plans and blue printa 
ware useless to me and I have discarded most of them. Carter Hoodless who 
introduced me to Golieh or Golush died in July 1942 in Phila., Pa. 
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”1 have read the above three page statement and it is true* I 
have read and signed page 1 and it is true* I have read and signed p* 2 and 
it is true. I non sign p. 3 having read it and it ie true.

KELLI, tut she was unable to identify it as an individual whom she 
knew at any time* 
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The records of the Bureau of Vital Statistics, Philadelphia, Pa*, 
contain a death certificate for/^ARTER HOODIESS indicating that he died on 
July 2, 19l*2, at the Hahnemann' Hospital, Philadelphia- HOODIESS was born 
June 26, 1908 in Mississippi and his residence at the time of his death 
was 61*21 Overbrook Avenue, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania* He was divorced* 

His father, CHARLES R. HOODIESS, was born in England and his mother, LENGRE 
CARTER HOODIESS, was born in Ohio* Cause of death was cancer* 

Mr, R, P« SMITH, Personnel Director, PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY, 
Delaware Avenue and Shackamaxon Street, Philadelphia, furnished a record of 
HOODIESS* enployment with that company. This record also shows his date of 
birth as June 26, 1908, in Mississippi and indicates that he was employed 
during the summer months each year from 19 2l* through 1927* He was perman- 
ently employed from October 19, 1932 When he received a position in the 
alcohol plant then being run by the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY. On October 
19, 19U1 he was transferred to the SIBONEY DISTILLERY CORPORATION, a subsid- 
iary of the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY, as a foreman, where hr remained until 
his death on July 2, 191*2. 

Mr- SMITH stated that he was well acquainted with CARTER HOODLESS, 
who was the son of CHARIES HOODLESS, formerly plant superintendent of the 
PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY, who ie now deceased* SMITH stated that CARTER 
HOOD L ESS was wild and irresponsible* His father was contin u a ll y putting him 
to work in various departments in the plant in the hope of settling him down 
and at times paid him out of his own pofeket- Mr. SMITH stated that HOODIESS 
had received some chemical education but was by no means a qualified chemist* 
He stated that HOODIESS had a wide range of acquaintances from aLl classes 
of society* SMITH does not believe that HOODIESS was disloyal to the United 
States and does not think that he would be engaged in anything that would 
injure this country. He stated that HOCDLESS was quite friendly with HARRY 
GOLD, and that GOLD'S chemical knowledge's^ his willingness to assist 
HOODIESS was the only thing that enables HOODLESS to keep his position as 
foreman in the distillery* 

Mr* SMITH also furnished the personnel record of HARRY QOID from 
which the following information was obtained, GOLD was. born, in Switzerland 
Deoetffber 12 , “1910 ^ citizen- He was first hired 

by the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY on January 2, 1929 as an assistant chemist 
ond remained in that position until August 31, 1930, when he left of his 
own accord# He was re-hired on April 25, 1932 and was laid off by the company 
because of lack of work on December 15, 1932* During this time GOLD worked 
as a chemist on the production of oorbon dioxide gas* He was again hired 
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on September 18, 1933 as a laboratory assistant and remained in that position 
until September 15, 1938, when he again left of his own accord. On July 1, 
19ltO he "was re^hired as a chemist ia the alcohol plant and remained in this 
job until February 1, 191*6, when the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY sold its 
alcohol making equipment and discontinued the operation* 


Mr. SMITH stated that be knew, GOLD well while he was employed at 
the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY. SMITH stated that when GOID was first hired 
he was a conscientious worker. During the course of his employment he 
attended school and also continued his education during the periods when ha 
was employed by the company. SMITH stated that he believes GOLD, at least 
during pari of the time between his periods of employments was attending 
college. He stated that HARRY GOLD is an intelligent shrewd man, but t ha t 
his work as a chemist during the latter part of his employment was not 
completely satisfactory, as he required a great deal of supervision. 

SMITH stated that GOID and HOODLESS became friendly when they 
worked together as young men, and that during the time they o oth worked in 
the labor at oiy at the alcohol plant GOIb's knowledge of chemistry and his 
assistance to KOODIDSS placed CARTER HOODLESS under some obligation to him. 
SMITH stated that he knew nothing of GOlD's activities outside the plant and 
ttiat he never suspected GOID of being connected with any organisations that 
might be considered subversive# 


It is noted that the personnel file of HARRY GOLD indicates that 
he was given an occupational deferment from Selective Service Board No. 65, 
Philadelphia, on May 3, 1?L5, at the request of PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY. 
According to personnel records, GOID has also worked for the following > 
companies, dates of employment not given* THE H0BR03K MANUFACTURING COMPANY, 
Jersey City, N.J., employed for nine months j THE MOORMEIR DAIRY COMPANY. 
Cincinnati, Ohio, one year. .. v — . 9

BIRKBY contacted the home of HARRY GOLD, 6823 Kindred Street, Philadelphia, 

for the purpose of interviewing GOLD'S parents along the lines set out in 
5****9*# -***®*W>*» KiNRI. GPJD was_preseat *t Ms home, having arrived 
durxngr the warly morhihg of IS* 31, 191*7, *troi ' New York City. It was noted 

that GOLD'S parents are elderly and speak English with difficulty. They 
appeared to have no detailed knowledge of their eon's activities and immed- 
iately-called HARRY GOID to speak to the agents. No attempt was male to 
interview GOLD'S parents in detail* . 
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HARRY GOLD appeared cooperative and looked through his personal 
effects) which he stores at his parents' honey to determine whether any of 
the blue prints mentioned in referenced teletype were still in existence# 

He was unable to locate any such blue prints# During the time he was 
making the search GOLD spoke of his connections with ABRAHAM BROTHMAN, stat- 
ing that BROTHMAN is in financial difficulties and has been unable to meet 
. -his payroll on one or two recent occasions# GOZD appeared to have con- 
siderable respect for BROTHMAN 1 s ability as a designer of chemical processes# 
He stated that BROTHMAN could be described as a genius, without exaggeration# 
It also appeared that GOID is loyal to BROTHMAN as his employer# 

GOID stated that the blue prints in question contained nothing 
extraordinary but that the reason he had previously believed some of the 
blue prints might still be in his possession was that one of them contained 
a design for a machine used in making, a common plastic which was an un- 
usually good design# GOID stated that he was convinced that the blue prints 
had been destroyed in I9i»b when his family moved to their present residence#
